‘Ture only existing legal provision for the Municipal 
management of Towns and Villages throughuob the 
Districts under the Government of Bengal, except 
the Town of Calcutta and its Suburbs, is contained 
in Act XXVI of 1850., ‘That Jaw wax enacted to 
provide for the making, repairing, cleaning, lighting, 
or watching any public strovts, roads, &e., and for the 
prevention of local nuisances, but it was to come into 
operation only at the instance, and upon the spontaneous: 
expression of a general desire on the part of the ine 
habitants of the Towns to be subjected. to ite provie 
sions. The Act contained no fixed praca of taxa 
tion, but left power to the Municipal Commissioners, 
subject to the control of the local Government, to 
determine in each place in which it might be. intros» 
duced the form which’ the ‘taxation should take. 
Similarly, it left the determination and delinition of 
what might be deemed naisances within the meaning 
and intention of the law, as wellas the measures to 
be resorted to for their prevention or removal, to the 
discretion of the Commissioners. 

So limited has been the operation of the law during 
the years that have passed {rom its first enactment up 
to the present time, that it may fairly ed to 
hae failed’ to provide effvetually for dhe objeots with 
which it was framed, and this failure may be attribu- 
ted to the peculiar features of it above enumerated, 

Tt is proposed, therefore, by the present Bill, to 
enable the local Government to ‘provide effectually for 
the Municipal management of ‘Towns,’ Villages, do., 
jn the interior of the Provinces subject to the jurisdic 
tion of ‘the Lieutenant-Governor of Beugal, where 
such provision mppears to. be called for, and to be in 
accordance With the wishes of the owners of y 
and the more intelligent classes generally of the 
Towns, Villages, &c., to which it iw to be applied, 

The want of such a legal provision to strengthen 
the hands of the District Executive Officers has long 
been felt, and. has moro especially attracted notice 
during the lust two or three years, in which a fatally 
destructive epidemic. fever, generated by the malarin 
arising from an entire abseuce of conservancy mea~ 
sures, has:raged unchecked within the large and denser 
ly populated Towns and, Vill bordering on. either
